Document 1 cited in the international search report discloses a card device for use in a state in which the card device is 
attached to an electronic device such as a personal computer. This card device disclosed in Document 1 includes an antenna 
rotatably disposed on the outer surface of the card device and electrically connected to a circuit formed on a circuit board, an 
antenna rotating shaft inserted in the card device, and a feed terminal 9 disposed between the antenna rotating shaft and the 
circuit board. 

Document 2 cited in the international search report discloses a feeding method. In this method, a feed terminal having 
elasticity is disposed between an antenna rotating shaft and a circuit board such that the elasticity of the feed terminal urges 
the feed terminal into contact with the antenna rotating shaft thereby electrically connecting the feed terminal to the circuit 
board. 

The card devices claimed respectively in Claims 1, 2, and 4 have no inventive step relative to Document 1 or Document 

2. 

It will be apparent to those skilled in the art that the feeding method disclosed in Document 2 can be applied to the 
feeding part in contact with the antenna rotating shaft according to the technique disclosed in Document 1 . 

The card device claimed in Claim 3 has no inventive step relative to Document 1 or Document 3 (Paragraphs [0002] to 
[0005]) cited in the international search report. It will be apparent to those skilled in the art that rotation position holding 
means using friction disclosed in Document 3 can be used in the antenna rotating shaft disclosed in Document 1 . 

The card device claimed in Claim 5 has no inventive step relative to Document 1 or Document 4 (full text and all 
drawings) cited in the international search report. It will be apparent to those skilled in the art that a technique of fitting an 
upper case with a lower case to obtain a combined structure disclosed in Document 4 can be used to assemble the card device 
disclosed in Document 1 . 
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
